Ts In mid-November 1951 avproximately 480 Chinese worxers and 50 Soviet techni- 
cians were emrlcyed in an sluminum-producing factory in the Chinlingchea 
(118-11, 36-49) area of Shantung. This factory produces five tons of alumi- 
num daily, most of which is sent to Siberia by way of Manchuria. However, 
some is also sent to Taiyuan. The factory wes built during the Javanese oc- 
cupation of Shantung and was closed after World War II. During 1950 it was 
repaired by the Chinese Communists with the assistance of Soviet technicians, 
and resumed orerations in January 1951.
